He signed with the Mets for 
$72.500. Under baseball law, the 
New York club must pay him a 
month’s salary following the re­ 
lease. 
Spahn’s release from the Mets 
came after he had a 4-12 record 
with a 4.43 earned-run-averagc. 
Manager Casey Stengel of New 
York said the southpaw was re­ 
leased to make room for young­ 
er talent.

The President led a band of

Former Korean President Rhee Dies 
HONOLULU (UPI)— Former Republic of Korea 
President Syngman Rhee, who devoted his life to the 
independence and unification of his native land, died 
today at the age of 90. 
The one-time “ Tiger of Korea’’ 
died at Manunalani Hospital with his 
Austrian born wife Francesca, 65, 
and their adopted son, Rhee In Soo, 
33, by his side. 
Rhee had been confined to hos­ 
pitals since March of 1960. 
Rhee, who was living in exile 
after his overthrow in Korea, had re­ 
peatedly expressed a desire to be 
buried in his homeland. The government of President 
Park (’hung Hee had indicated that they would respect 
the old man's wishes. 
Rhee, elected to four terms as president, did not 
live to see the realization of his one burning ambition 
— the unification of his divided country. 
To this— and the earlier task of liberating Korea 
from 40 years of Japanese rule— Rhee dedicated most 
of his adult life. Only the last five years did he spend 
in comparatively inactive seclusion in Hawaii. 
Shortly after he was re-elected to his fourth term 
as president in March 1960 at the age of 85, a na­ 
tional movement spearheaded by college students 
forced his resignation April 26 amide charges of cor­ 
ruption in his government and fraudulent elections. 


Experts Still 
Seeking Signs 
Of Mars Life 


PASADENA (AP) Scientists 
at Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
settled down today to an exhaus­ 
tive study of Mariner 4’s photo­ 
graphs of Mars, coming in at a 
rate of one every 10 hours, in 
a search for some hint of life. 
Laboratory director William 
H. Pickering believes some sort 
of life exists on Mars and the 
agency for which he works, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, has plans for 
spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars to find it. 
No evidence of life showed up 
in the first three photographs’ 
released last week. They out­ 
lined a desert-like area similar 
to the broad plans on earth's 
lifeless moon.

MOSCOW (U PI) -Soviet Pre­ 
mier Alexei Kosygin lectured 
U.S. ambassador - at-large W. 
Averell Harriman in “ s t e r n 
tones” on Viet Nam during their 
three-hour secret talks, a high 
U.S. Embassy source disclosed 
Sunday. 
The disclosure came on the 
heels of a warning from Kosy­ 
gin that Soviet - American rela­ 
tions cannot improve until t h e 
United States stops “ widening” 
aggression in Viet Nam. 
The Soviet premier v o w e d 
“ counter - action” and reiterat­ 
ed pledges of aid to the Commu­ 
nist North Vietnamese but did 
not elaborate. 
The embassy s o u r c e told 
newsmen Harriman and Kosy­ 
gin covered a wide range of So­ 
viet - American relations during 
their talks in the Kremlin last 
Thursday. 
“ Kosygin spoke to Harriman 
in stem tones on the issues that 
divide us,” the U.S. official 
aaid. 
Harriman 
refused 
to com­ 
ment on the report. The 73-year- 
old diplomatic troubleshooter for 
President Johnson is expected 
to hold a second meeting later 
this week with Kosygin. 
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If Harriman was disappointed 
by Kosygin’s refusal to budge 
on Viet Nam, he gave no sign 
of it during a meeting with 
newsmen in Red Square and the 
Kremlin gardens. 
The jaunty and smiling veter­ 
an diplomat refused to com­ 
ment on Kosygin’s speech or on 
a published report in L o n d o n 
that he came here with a plan 
to neutralize Viet Nam along the 
lines of Laos. 
Harriman insisted: “ I have no 
message and I am not here to 
negotiate.” 
He said the Soviet Union pos­ 
sesses little influence in any 
possible settlement of the crisis 
in Viet Nam. 
"Peking and Hanoi are in­ 
volved, but 1 think R u s s i a 
doesn’t figure very much,” he 
said. 
Harriman arrived in Moscow 
last week on what he insisted 
was a “ private vacation.” But 
he let it be known that he would 
welcome an opportunity to meet 
with the new Kremlin leaders.

‘GLITCHES’ 
Before any more are released, 
all of the possible 21 photo­ 
graphs taken as Mariner 4 flew 
past Mars Wednesday are going 
to be carefully analyzed. 
Transmitted across 134 mil­ 
lion miles of space, they contain 
many “ glitches,” an engineer­ 
ing term for electronic errors 
and static. They also show sev­ 
eral markings scientists doubt 
actually exist on Mars. A likeli­ 
er explanation, they say, would 
be some fault in the camera and 
radio system. 
For instance, all three show a 
dark spot in the same area of 
the frame, almost as if the lens 
were smudged. Frame No. 1 has 
cloud- like wisps above the sur­ 
face, but these are much higher 
than the thin Martian atmos­ 
phere extends. 
Laboratory scientists have an 
almost magical way of elimina­ 
ting markings they don’t believe 
are real. They can wipe out 
traces of noise, make light spots 
dark and dark spots light to 
conform to their concept of 
what the pictures ought to show. 


NUMBERS 
Mariner 4’s camera is linked 
to a device which converts the 
light values of the picture it 
takes into numbers. Zero is 
white, 63 is black. The numbers 
in between represent various 
shades of gray. 
The spacecraft radio trans­ 
mits these numbers to earth 
where they are recorded on 
tape. The tape is fed into a de­ 
vice which converts the num­ 
bers back into dots of various 
shades of gray, 200 dots to a line 
and 200 lines to a picture. 
If the dots don’t make sense 
in some areas — if they show a 
marking where none ought to be 
— the picture can be made logi­ 
cal by feeding the tape into a 
computer. 
Experts tell the computer to 
print out another tape with the 
numbers, or dots, made lighter 
or darker to conform with the 
dots around it. 
Mariner 4 will have time to 
send over again at least twice 
before it streaks beyond radio 
range into a wide orbit around 
the sun.

Russia Not Saying Whether 
'Zond 3' Is Mars Probe 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviets 
were silent today about the 
progress and destination of their 
new unmanned space flight. 
U.S. 
experts, 
however, 
said 
Mars is no longer in a favorable 
position for another probe from 
earth. 


The Soviet space authority 
announced 
the 
spacecraft, 
named “ Automatic Station Zond 
3,” was launched yesterday on 
an orbit around the sun. 
The 
first announcement said the 
spacecraft and 
its 
scientific 
gear were “ functioning normal­ 
ly” 
and 
“ preliminary 
data 
shows that the trajectory of the 
automatic station is close to the 
expected one.” 


The purpose of the flight, the 
announcement said, “ is to check 
the station’s systems in condi­ 
tions of prolonged space flight 
and holding of scientific studies 
in interplanetary space.” 


A solar orbit is required for 
probes of other planets. Such a 
route was taken by Mariner 4, 
which now is transmitting pic­ 
tures of Mars back to earth. 
The Russians have tried at 
least twice without success to 
probe the red planet. One at- 
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tempt was made by Zond 2, 
launched Nov. 30. the day be­ 
fore America’s successful Mari­ 
ner 4. Zond 2 stopped transmit­ 
ting after several months of 
flight. 
An earlier Mars probe in 
1962 also failed. The Soviets 
launched Bond I on April 2,1964.

Artificial Fireflies 


To Aid Space Effort 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Robot | 
fireflies in space — using chem -: 
icals from the “ love lanterns” 
of real fireflies—may indirectly 
help future missions to the plan­ 
ets. 


At least 10.000 fireflies, col- j 
lfcted by 4-H Club youngsters ! 
in Florida, are being used by 
space agency scientists to de­ 
velop an instrument to deter­ 
mine just how far out in space 
living microbes can be found. 
j 
Employing the s a m e t w o 
chemicals which cause the tail 
lamps of fireflies to light up 
when they’re in the mood for 
love, the instrument would be 
shot aloft on a rocket or an 
earth-orbiting satellite. 
The space agency hopes to j 
launch the first one late this 
year aboard a rocket climbing 
J00 miles. 
Wherever the s p a c e probe j 
encountered 
living 
microbes,I 
the impact would cause the robot. 
firefly to light up—and tra n sm it! 
a radio message to the earth. 
Scientists of the G o d d a r d : 
Space Flight Center say th e! 
project could be a help to future i 
manned or unmanned missions' 
to the planets in this way: 
If it is found that the outer i 
limit of microbe life is less than 
the 50-mile limit generally esti-i 
mated by scientists, the shield-1 
ing shrouds on interplanetary 
spacecraft — designed partly to 
prevent contaminating the plan­ 
ets with any earth-type organ 
isms — could be jettisoned ear­ 
lier. That weight saving could 
add to the payload and help the 
mission. 
Conversely, they indicate, if 
the earth's atmospheric microbes 
extend much beyond 50 miles, 
shielding precautions would have 
to be intensified. The spacecraft 
could be sterilized of earth mi­ 
crobes before it was launched, 
but it stil! would have to be 
shielded against those in the 
earth’s atmosphere. 


The key to the artificial fire­ 
fly instrument Is the pretence 
in microbes — as in all living 
things — of a chemical called 
adenosine 
triphosphate, 
or 
ATP for short. 


This chemical — rated as the 


closest thing to the spark of life 
yet isolated by scientists — is a 
wondrous medium of energy — 
transfer in human, a n i m a l , 
plant and microbial systems. 


Without it, for example, the 
human heart couldn’t beat. 


In firefly’s tail lamp ATP — 
upon getting a nerve system 
signal from a love-sick firefly — 
triggers the iiluumination of two 
other chemicals. They are ap­ 
propriately called luciferin and 
luciferase. 


In the firefly experiments at 
Goddard in nearby Greenbelt, 
Md., scientists extract the latter 
two 
chemicals 
from 
fireflies 
sent by Florida kids. The fire­ 
flies are shipped dead, frozen in 
dry ice. but their chemicals are 
still active. 


Goddard scientists have de­ 
veloped a laboratory-based in­ 
strum ent capable of detecting 
one-quardrillionth of a gram of 
ATP — only slightly more than 
might be present in a single liv­ 
ing cell. 


They say it’s conceivable that 
the Goddard work could have 
Important effects on medical 
research on earth, even help­ 
ing determine whether mal­ 
functioning ATP plays any role 
in such maladies as cancer 
and mental disease.

Archaeologists plan to cut the 
tem ples into blocks, hoist them 
192 feet up a cliff and reassem ­ 
ble them . 
They began cutting the stone 
cliffs around the tem ples this 
month.

And the bill, AB277 by Assem ­ 
blym an Don A Allen, Sr., D-Los 
Angeles, provides a physician or 
dentist m aking such a report 
shall not incur any civil or crim ­ 
inal liability as a result of a re­ 
port authorized by the bill.

MR. PRESIDENT: 


In the Name of God, STOP IT! 


W e are aware of tlir aw esom e responsibilities you carry; w e can imagine the difficulties of making im­ 
portant decisions in the fare of conflicting advice from many sources; nor do w e doubt y our devotion to 
this nation or to tlie great goal of peace among all nations. Yet in offering our concerns over American 
involvem ent in Vietnam w e must be as blunt as honesty requires us to be. 
Mr. President, e v ery o n e of us is deeply, personally dismayed by the role t be United States is playing 
in Vietnam. 
It is not a light thing for an American to say that h e is dismayed bv his country*« actions. W e do not 
say it lightly, but soberly and in deep distress. Our governm ent’s actions in Vietnam have been and 
continue to be unworthy either of the high standards o f our comm on religious faith, or of the lofty aspi­ 
rations on which this eountrv was founded. 


N ow the United States has begun the process of extending the war beyond the borders of South 
Vietnam, with all the attendant dangers of precipitating a far greater conflict, perhaps even on a global 
and nuclear scale. 
Mr. President, w e plead with you to reverse this course. Let us admit our mistakes and work 
for an immediate ceasc-fire. Let us call a conference of all the nations involved, including China, not 
alone to conclude peace hut to launch at once a major and c ooperative effort to heal and rebuild that 
w ounded land. 
Let us declare our intention to w ithdraw our troops, calling on other states to do the same, there by 
allow ing the V ietnam ese the right of self-determination. We cannot dictate their course, and w e may 
w ell regret it, hut the risk is to he preferred over the certainty that the moral bankruptcy o f our present 
policy is setting the stage for the ultimate victory of totalitarian forces, and even of thermo-nuclear 
war. 
T he prophets and teachers of our Judeo-Christian faith adm onished the people o f their day, and 
of all times, to go beyond the old restraints by w hich injuries might Ire exactly recom pensed, and instead 
to deal with their enem ies with love and good deed s. Yet in Vietnam this nation, so-proudlv self- 
described as “ under G o d /’ is not content even w ith “ey e for an e v e “ retaliation, hut returns evil for ev il 
on k multiplying scale. 
No nation has ever saved cdther its life or its soul by such methods, and ours will not b e an excep ­ 
tion. As men and wom en w h o have committed their lives to the attempt to explain and interpret 
the will of Clod, w e have no alternative but to assert on every occasion and in every way open to us our 
cons iction that these methods are not ( iod’s methods, but w ill bring the judgm ent of God upon our nation. 
Mr. President, w e plead with you with the utmost urgency to turn our nation s course, before it 
is too late, from cruelty to compassion, from destruction to healing, from retaliation to reconciliation, 
from war to peace.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Why Undermine Causes 
For Which Adlai Fought? 


The sudden loss of Adlai Stevenson 
was tragic. 
It is even more tragic that we find 
America paying tribute to the Ambas­ 
sador on the one hand, while another 
portion of America tears down the very 
policies for which Stevenson so articu­ 
lately and tenaciously fought before 
the world forum. 
We refer to America's stand in Viet­ 
nam, where we have committed our­ 
selves, not only with moral and mate­ 
rial support but also with American 
troops and American lives. 
Elsewhere in this issue appears a 
full-page advertisement, signed by the 
Clergymen's 
Emergency 
Committee 
for Vietnam, and asking the President 
to stop U.S. action in Vietnam. 
The statement expresses “concern'' 
and “dismay” over American involve­ 
ment in Vietnam and asks the Presi­ 
dent “to turn our nation's course be­ 
fore it is too late.” 
Of America's many diplomats and 
spokesmen, no one can be described 
as more dedicated to humanity and to 
world peace than was Adlai Stevenson. 
With his wit, eloquence, and polished 
poise, he represented America at its 
best. Through him, America appeared 
in the eyes of the world as a peace-lov­ 
ing nation, reasonable in its negotia­ 
tions but resolute in its fight against 
aggression. 
Ambassador Stevenson may have 


had misgivings about some of our other 
actions, but on American involvement 
in Vietnam, his position was definite. 
In his final interview with the Brit­ 
ish Broadcasting Corp. shortly before 
his death, Stevenson made it unmistak­ 
ably clear that he disagreed with the 
critics of American involvement in 
Vietnam. 
“My hope in Vietnam.” said Steven­ 
son, “is that resistance there may es­ 
tablish the fact that changes in Asia 
are not to be precipitated by outside 
forces. 
“This was the point of the Korean 
War; this is the point of the conflict 
in Vietnam. I believe that Asia will be 
more stable in the future if the out­ 
come is the same in both. 
“That is to say, a negotiated line be­ 
yond which one great power will not 
attempt to enforce its interests on an­ 
other, and a negotiated peace, a just 
and honorable peace, which leaves the 
future of the people of South Vietnam 
to be decided bv them, and not bv 
force.” 
We join the nation and the world in 
paying tribute to Adlai Stevenson, a 
great stateman and a man of peace. 
At the same time, we regret that 
some misguided advocates of peace, 
including some from Marin County, 
would publicly repudiate and under­ 
mine one of the very causes for which 
Stevenson fought to the end.

History-Making Pension Leader 
Fought Hard For His Followers

SACRAMENTO, (CNS)-The 
death of George McLain, out­ 
standing promoter and lobbyist 
In the field of old age pensions, 
marks almost the end of an 
era in the state Capitol. 
For more than 30 years, the 
debonair and dapper leader of 
the state’s senior citizens cam­ 
paigned for bigger and better 
benefits for the old folk. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, the senior 
citizens 
of 
California, 
well 
drilled in the benefits of or­ 
ganization, will find someone 
to take his place in Sacra­ 
mento. But it is doubtful if 
they will ever find a represen­ 
tative 
with 
the 
color 
and 
power of this most successful 
of legislative advocates. 
Whether one liked McLain’s 


policies and advocacies or not, 
one could hardly help liking 
McLain the man. His almost 
fanatical devotion to his cause 
emphasized his sincerity in as­ 
sisting the aged. 
Of course it was said, and 
frequently, that McLain used 
the old folks as a front for 
his own ambitions and to feath­ 
er his own nest. None ever 
proved this; whether it was 
true or not, his activities on 
behalf of the aged resulted in 
benefits for them they never 
would have dreamed of get­ 
ting had a lesser man been on 
the same job. 


IN FACT, McLain did what 
no other person ever did before 
or since. He proposed, spon­ 
sored and passed a constitu­ 
tional amendment which put

the state department of social 
welfare under his control, and 
named his own secretary, Myr­ 
tle Williams, as its director. 
Despite the fuming of the poli­ 
ticians, the state had to live 
with this arrangement until the 
people voted it out. 
But it is a fact that during 
the Williams - McLain regime 
in social welfare, the laws of 
the state were not abused. The 
department was a much tight­ 
er organization in those days 
than it is now. 
His accomplishments includ­ 
ed virtual abolition of rela­ 
tives’ responsibility for the eld­ 
erly, abolition of lien laws and 
frequent increases in pension 
payments.

WASHINGTON - Republi­ 
cans and Democrats alike are 
playing politics with the wrong 
issues at the wrong tirne for 
the wrong reasons. 
While this kind of “back-to- 
normalcy, you’re-another” poli­ 
tics may taste sweet in the 
mouths of some politicians, it 
could become bitter in the bel­ 
lies of the American people. 
THE DAMAGE has not been 
too great so far, but if the 
partisan in-fighters do not soon 
step back from their hasty 
tactics, they are going to con­ 
fuse and divide both the coun­ 
try and the Congress on the 
two issues on which bi-partisan 
unity is imperative: the war 
in Viet Nam and civil rights. 
I am convinced that the great 
majority of Americans do not 
want interparty jockeying and 
wrangling over either of these 
matters 
which 
concern 
the 
safety and peace of the nation 
so profoundly. 
The Republican leaders in 
the House—Reps. Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Melvin Laird 
of Wisconsin — are making a 
grave mistake in trying to 
make political capital by hurl­ 
ing epithets at the Republican 
position on the voting rights 
bill. 
NO CIVILIAN far from the 
scene, let alone the harried 
minority leaders of the House, 
can possibly have the military 
information and the battlefield 
intelligence to choose the bomb­ 
ing targets and decide the 
tactics of the Vietnamese war. 
This is why Rep. Ford’s pro­ 
posal that the next U.S. bomb­ 
ing target should he the missile 
sites near Hanoi has political 
overtones. I suspect that on 


third thought Mr. Ford would 
be glad to recall his sugges­ 
tion, and my information Is 
that if Republican Senate Lead­ 
er Everett Dirksen had not 
suddenly gone back into the 
hospital a constructive and 
clarifying joint statement would 
have been forthcoming. 
On civil rights, where na­ 
tional unity is as vital as on 
the war in Viet Nam, Presi­ 
dent Johnson stepped over the 
bounds of fair partisanship 
when he name-called the Re­ 
publican substitute bill in the 
House as one which would 
“seriously damage and dilute 
the right to vote.” 
IT WOULDNT. It was a well- 
drafted bill directed against 
voting discrimination in every 
state uniformly, not just in 
some states. Honest p e o p l e 
could differ over the merits 
of the two bills, but Mr. John­ 
son didn’t say merely that 
he preferred his own, but un­ 
fairly contended that the GOP 
bill would hurt voting rights, 
not help. 
And the Republicans didn’t 
get anywhere retorting that 
LBJ is a “Johnny-come-lately” 
on civil rights. It’s true. Rut 
he’s there today — all the way. 
The country knows it. 
For eight years now both 
parties have stood solidly to­ 
gether in the cause of racial 
justice. The Democrats helped 
President E i s e n h o w e r put 
through two civil rights bills, 
and in 1964 and 1965 a higher 
p e r c e n t a g e of Republicans 
than Democrats helped Presi­ 
dent Johnson do the same. 
THE NEED IS to keep up 
this bi-partisanship, not dirty 
it up.

Diplomats Plotting 
Gifts To Sukarno? 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN 
and PAUL SCOTT 
WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson has before 
him a strong State Department 
recommendation that m o r e 
military aid be given Indo­ 
nesia — including atomic fuel 
for a research reactor. 
As vigorously urged by Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk, the 
president is being asked to 
authorize additional atomic fuel 
for a research reactor the U.S. 
gave Indonesia in 1961, permit 
a U.S. firm to sell some $4 
million of latest communica­ 
tions equipment to the Indo­ 
nesian army and extend the 
atomic agreement between the 
two countries that expires in 
September. 


THESE EXTRAORDINARY 
proposals were submitted by 
Rusk despite Indonesia Presi­ 
dent Achmed Sukarno’s long 
series of deliberate provoca­ 
tions and offenses — among 
them, his world-publicized con­ 
temptuous repudiation of U.S. 
aid. totaling more than $900 
million since 1949; the burning 
and sacking of U.S. Informa­ 
tion Service libraries in Ja­ 
karta and Surabaya by unre­ 
strained mobs last December; 
his denunciations of U.S. for- 
e i g n policy, particularly in 
Viet Nam; his threatened con­ 
fiscation of American-owned oil 
properties; his armed attack 
and war threats against neigh­ 
boring Malaysia; and his close 
ties with the Communist bloc, 
especially Red China. 
Unless Congress intervenes 
by enacting special legislation 
expressly prohibiting the State 
Department’s secret plan, the 
president has the power to 
approve it. 
By overwhelming majorities, 
b o t h the Senate and House 
h a v e repeatedly voted bans 
against aid to Sukarno -over 
strenuous W h i t e House and 
State Department opposition. 
Only last month the Senate 
again did this by writing such

an amendment, by Sen. Fred 
Harris, D-Okla., into the new 
multi-billion-dollar foreign aid 
authorization bill. But under 
administration pressure, this 
was eliminated in the closed- 
door deliberations of the House- 
Senate conference committees. 
I nder existing law the presi­ 
dent can authorize the pro­ 
posed new military aid for Su­ 
karno by making a public find­ 
ing that it is in the “ national 
interest.” 
That is what Secretary Rusk 
is pressing him to do. 
Originator of the idea of giv­ 
ing more military aid to Indo­ 
nesia’s bombastic ruler is Am­ 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker — 
one-time envoy to Jakarta and 
now U.S. member on the Or­ 
ganization of American States 
peace commission in the Do­ 
minican Republic. 
In May, after S u k a r n o 
threatened to seize American- 
owned oil properties, the presi­ 
dent sent Bunker on a special 
mission to Jakarta in an effort 
to “ improve relations.” The re­ 
sult of this expedition was an 
unannounced recommendation 
by Bunker that more military 
aid be given to Sukarno—of a 
kind obviously very much de­ 
sired by him. 
Nothing w a s known about 
this until ferreted out by the 
House Foreign Affairs Subcom­ 
mittee on the Far East, headed 
by Rep. Clement Zablocki, D- 
Wis. 


In tw o days of closed-door 
grilling of Assistant Secretary 
William Bundy, in charge of 
Far Eastern affairs, Zablocki 
and Rep. William Broomfield, 
R-Mich., uncovered the details 
of this astounding plan—which 
Bundy justified as necessary 
“ for the U.S. to keep in the 
door.” 
Under sharp questioning the 
Slate Department official also 
slated, “This program is pret­ 
ty far down the road.” 
What do you m e a n b y 
that?” demanded Zablocki. 
“ It has been approved by the 
State Department and is now 
at the White House for final 
approval,” replied B u n d v. 
4,The feeling is that, if we don’t 
send this material, the Rus­ 
sians will.” 
If that is the case,” retorted 
Zablocki, “ why don’t we let 
the Russians do it? Sukarno 
has seized U.S. property, has 
repeatedly flouted and insulted 
us, and is just as anti-Ameri­ 
can as the Russians and Com­ 
munist Chinese. So why give 
him more aid?” 
In an effort to block the new 
military aid for Sukarno, Rep­ 
resentatives Z a b l o c k i and 
Broomfield plan to raise the 
issue publicly on the floor of 
the House. They are busily ral­ 
lying bipartisan support.

Reading Between The Lines 


On Firing Of Billy D. Dobbs 


Marin County Planning Di­ 
rector B. D. Dobbs, who re­ 
signed last Monday, said people 
would have to read between 
the lines if they want to know 
whether or not he was asked 
to resign. 


THE ONLY THING he said 
when asked directly was that 
there had been no “ official” 
request. 
Now. reading between the 
lines there, we might guess at 
a statement something like 
this: 
“ Are you kidding? Of course, 
they asked me to resign. Do 
you suppose there would have 
been any need for the long 
closed session of the planning 
commission if I had resigned 
the week before?” 
Last Monday’s special meet­ 
ing was scheduled at a plan­ 
ning meeting a week before, 
on July 5. At that session the 
commission said the special 
meeting would be on the sub­ 
ject of planning priorities. 
But only July 6, the very 
next day, the purpose of the 
meeting had changed. At least, 
that was when Dobbs found 
out he was going to be on the 
carpet behind closed doors. 
Reading between the lines, you 
might assume that Dobbs was 
given the option July 6 to 
resign at once or else wait 
for the Monday session. 
What transpired in the Mon­ 
day meeting will not be known. 
It is certain that County Coun­ 
sel Douglas J. Maloney told 
the commission they had a 
legal right to hold a closed 
session. 
It is fairly certain that Coun­ 
ty Administrator Alan Bruce 
talked to the commission and 
perhaps answered some ques­ 
tions for about an hour before 
Dobbs was called in. 


WHAT HE SAID and what 
they said is anybody’s guess. 
The exchange may have fol­ 
lowed much the same line as 
the exchange between Dobbs 
and county supervisors in Jan­ 
uary, 1964. 
That was when supervisors 
had Dobbs on the carpet in 
an open session. Supervisors 
Peter H. Behr and Byron Ley- 
decker then accused Dobbs of 
a lack of administrative abil­ 
ity. 
But those two men were the 
only ones voting to fire Dobbs. 
There have been three signif­ 
icant changes since January, 
1964. 
The board of supervisors has 
changed with Ernest N. Ket* 
tenhofen replacing William D. 
Fusselman and Thomas T. 
Storer replacing George H. 
Ludy. Fusselman and Ludy 
joined Supervisor William A.

Gnoss in the vote to retain 
Dobbs. 
The planning commission has 
also changed with Margaret 
Azevedo replacing G eorge 
Scott, Harry H. Heifetz replac­ 
ing Edward K. Wachsman, 
Hugh 
Dougherty 
replacing 
Henry C. Hankins, and Eugene 
R. Trombley replacing Charles 
R. Johnson. 
The last, and perhaps the 
most significant change, is that 
the powers of Administrator 
Bruce have been extended so 
he can fire a department head.

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Adult Education Program 
Seems Headed For Decline 


By ALAN P. CUNNINGHAM 


Whether it falls under the 
budget-slashers’ knife or not. 
the adult education program in 
San Rafael schools almost sure­ 
ly will decline this fall. 
The reason is that about half 
of the courses, and 40 per cent 
of the students, in last term’s 
program were at Hamilton Air 
Force Base, whereas this year 
none will be there. 
Formerly part of the San 
Rafael High School District, the 
base became part of the new 
Novato Unified School District 
July 1. 
Not having adopted its final 
budget for fiscal 1966. the San 
Rafael Board of Education may 
cut 
the 
adult 
program 
still 
farther, or eliminate it entirely. 
Schools Supt. Bert C. Corona, 
however, feels this is unlikely. 


Corona has predicted the fall 
adult school curriculum will 
he much the same as that 
given last year at San Rafael 
and Terra Linda high schools. 
If so, it will be made up of 
about nine courses at San Ra­ 
fael High School, with 150 
students enrolled, 
and 
five 
courses at Terra Linda, with 
about 70 students. 


Offered 
last 
year at both 
schools were woodshop and sew­ 
ing. 
Students at San Rafael 
could also take such courses as 
jewelry (either beginning, in­ 
termediate or advanced), citi­ 
zenship, modern mathematics 
for parents, investments, and 
driver training. 
Terra 
Linda 
students were offered bookkeep­ 
ing, typing and shorthand, but 
the last two were dropped be­ 
fore the year was over because 
of lack of enrollment. 
Pending the outcome of a de­ 
tailed review of the program, 
the schools’ tentative budget for 
fiscal 1966 contains an allot­ 
ment of $16,000 for it—just about 
as large as it was last year 
with the Hamilton c o u r s e s 
included. 
The board will not come to 


! grips with this figure until the 
report is submitted by Corona. 
Part of Corona's current re­ 
search deals with the schools’ 
cooperative nursery program, 
which seems destined to assume 
a larger role in the shrinking 
i adult education curriculum. 
The high school district re­ 
ceives state aid for the parents 
—but not the children—in these 
"parent education'’ classes. The 
program 
was 
estimated 
by 
Corona to have cost the district | 
$2,000 of its own money during 
fiscal 1965. Corona now seeks to 
learn how large an increase 
from the present tuition of $6 
per semester it would take to 
make the nursery school pay j 
! for itself. 


Enrollment in the program, 
made up of one co-op at San 
i Rafael High School and two at 
Terra Linda High School, is 
expected to be 95 children this 
fall, the superintendent said, 
as compared to 103 in the last 
school year. 


How many families this repre-| 
sents can be told from looking ! 
at figures for the San Rafael j 
nursery alone, which maintains j 
a limit of 40 children each year, j 
as required by state standards j 
for the amount of space avail- • 
able. 
The 40 children registered this j 
fall will come from about 35; 
homes, according to Mrs. Mary 
Ann Powell, nursery member* 
| ship chairman. 


Boys Caught In 
Minor Rumble 


San Rafael police cited a 16-! 
j year-old San Rafael boy for 
fighting in a public place and 
i attempted escape Friday night 
after they broke up a minor 
rumble at the Standard Service 
Station at Fourth Street 
and 
I Lincoln Avenue. 
Police, arriving at the scene, 
found two youths fighting and a 
crowd milling around and watch­ 
ing. 


Two things are involved in 
the cooperative nursery: 
First, there are daily two- 
hour and 40 minute nursery 
sessions, at which each of the 
mothers enrolled is required to 
work at least six hours per 
semester. 
Second, there are classes one 
night each week. Of these, one 
each month is devoted to ad­ 
ministrative d e t a i l s of the 
nursery such as scheduling of 
working hours. The other nights 
have lectures and discussions 
on 
theories 
of 
child-rearing, 
much of it related to actual 
situations which arise during the 
daily nursery hours. 


Since the classes follow no 
rigid or formal outline, there 
is no such thing as “ having 
completed the course,” ac­ 
cording to Corona. As a result, 
many mothers continue to en­ 
roll for a second or third year 
—or even longer. 


One mother of three remained 
in the program for six years, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Margaret 
McConnell, teacher at the San 
Rafael nursery. 
The number of those repeat­ 
ing will have doubled this fall 
at the San Rafael nursery with 
30 of the 40 children coming from 
repeating families. And. accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Powell, more than 
half of those listed as “ first- 
timers” have been in the pro­ 
gram in the past, then dropped 
out. 
This tendency to repeat ap- 


pears to be one reason why the 
waiting list to get into the 
nursery sometimes has grown 
as high as 35 families in recent 
years. 


There is no textbook. In­ 
stead, explained Mrs. McCon­ 
nell, the classes follow “our 
own 
little 
book 
that 
we 
printed.” Repeating parents 
attend the same night classes 
as do those taking them for 
the first time, but Mrs. Mc­ 
Connell feels the discussion 
never follows the same pre­ 
cise lines, thus “ it always is 
new,” even for those who have 
been there before. 


In 
addition to 
the 
$16,000 
budgeted for adult education, 
Corona has asked the board of 
education to approve a one­ 
time $5,000 item to help build a 
permanent building for the San 
Rafael nursery, whose present 
quarters are being lost due to 
the San Rafael High School 
building program. 
The planned building, at Em­ 
barcadero 
Way 
and 
Mission 
Avenue, 
is expected to cost 


$30.000, Corona said. He pro­ 
poses to finance $25,000 of this 
through a bank loan, to be re­ 
paid by the Cooperative Nursery 
Assn. with part of the money 
which parents pay monthly for 
its use. 


Of the other adult education 
courses 
at 
the 
two 
high 
schools, the most popular last 
fali was the Terra Linda High 


School course in sewing, which 
had 32 persons enrolled. 


Others, with their enrollment, 
were: 
At the San Rafael High School 
—Woodshop, 
15; 
sewing, 
13 
(this was dropped in mid-year); 
English for the foreign born, 
16; citizenship, 13; jewelry, 14; 
modern mathematics for par­ 
ents, 16; driver education and 


training, 22; ‘‘Studies in Ameri­ 
can 
Civilization,” 
22; 
invest­ 
ments and securities, 23. 
At Terra Linda High School— 
Woodshop, 16; bookkeeping, 14; 
typing, 3; and shorthand, 8. 
The 
typing 
c o u r s e 
was 
dropped at Easter, while the 
shorthand course ended after 
eight sessions. 
End of the Hamilton classes 
will mean loss of extra pay for 


several teachers, most of whom 
were 
members 
of 
the 
city 
schools full-time faculty, accord­ 
ing to Corona. 
Ralph Phelps, former head of 
the adult program, will become 
an 
assistant 
dean 
at 
Terra 
Linda High School this fall. 
Corona said the job of adult 
principal may be combined with 
another, but no decision has 
been made yet.
